Friend Wii.lbv Being on a short to 
through some of the Western States, purlin 
mi occasional letter relative to the Anti-SI 
very or Pro-Slavery fueling which manift" 
itself may not lie uninteresting to you a..-, 
your rentiers.—Anti-slavery (Jlboliltonism I 
moan) is making rapid ami permanent pro¬ 
gress throughout Ohio. The cruel and op¬ 
pressive laws of that State bearing so heavily 
upon the colored mun, have enlisted the at¬ 
tention of the better portion of community 
and a strong effort, it is hoped it success¬ 
ful one, will be made at the next session of 
the Legislature for their repeal. It is felt 
that the laws of Ohio, instead of holding out 
inducements to the colored man to lie indus¬ 
trious, virtuous, nnd respectable, tend only 
crush him still lower, mid that if he rise 
respectability and intelligence, it will lie 
spile of the law, instead of under it. Hence 
the effiftt for its repeal. The clergymen of 
Cleveland— all, I believe—have engaged to 
preach, on Thanksgiving day, a > sermon 
behalf of the colored people. 'I hey hav 
published this agreement in the pftpef* 0VI 
their own signatures, ami invito nil the clorj 

in the State to give Up that day to the adv. 
cacy of the rights amt claims of the colored 
people. This is truly cheering—for when 
the clergy take hold of the subject, and feel 
that their pulpits are not too tarred to advo¬ 
cate the temporal and spiritual rights of the 
colored race; then will deliverance, and spec-1 
dv deliverance follow. Another fact showing 
the interest manifested upon this subject in 
Cleveland. At their monthly concert of pray¬ 
er for missions—which i attended this month 
—after reports bud been given by differctii 
indiv idtials, of matters of interest at the differ¬ 
ent mission stations—the pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church remarked, that there 
“was one subject upon which no reiiori had 
been given, and as it was one which deeply 
concerned the community, be thought they 
ought to know what progress was being 
made.” He said, “I allude to the anti-sla¬ 
very subject. I think we might gain n 
valuable information nnd learn what is 
duty by such a course.” The pastor of the 
Second Church (for their concerts for prnycr 
are held togothcr,) rose and said, “I fully and 
heartily concur in the suggestion and remnrks 
of inv brother. It is a cuusc in which we are 
all interested, and about which we should be 
well informed. I hope some brother will be 
appointed to report upon that sutyect at our 
next monthly concert.” And one was ap¬ 
pointed. This looks tike progress, and pro¬ 
gress in the right place. Why should not the 
cause of the heathen in our laud touch our 
hearts, and enlist our prayers at the metrthiy 
concert as well us the heathen of other coun¬ 
tries? Why should we shut them out of the 
pulpit, the lecture room, the prayer meeting, 
the monthly concert, and out of our hearts; 
Because they are shut out of the pule of coni-j 
mon sympathy by n wicked public opinion? 
Becnu’sc they are unmanned and untouled by 
our impious laws? Shull the church ratify 
this brutalizing iniquity? it is time that the 
church should take them under her care, it 
is time that the gospel should throw around 
them its sympathies, its hallowed influences 
that they may feel that there is a “bntm in 
Gilead, and Physician there” even for them. 
But I have extended my letter much further 
than I intended—and will stop here for fear 
of wearying you.

There are many Christians in Groat Britain, 
ami the Gospel leaches them to love their 
neighbor ns themselves ; nnd they accordingly 
are very uctiveund liberal in personal ehurity, 
and they do mucll good. But suppose linn 
they are as short sighted as mules, that bur¬ 
row in the ground, and that they do not see

If civil govern¬ 
ment does enormous mischief, and Christian-, 
ity can influence government to esnse to tin 
evil, is it not found to exert its Influence fori 
this purpose? Has not Christianity some¬ 
thing to do with civil government, when God 
bus designed to bless die world by civil gov- 
er n men i? Bad ns ex Mum governments now 
arc, tin y aro infinitely bolter Hum anarchy.-

They ure wil¬ 
ling to hear tho love of Christ clearly repre¬ 
sented. They object not to liie preacher 
dwelling much ou his sufferings uud deutli; 
or on the glories and bliss of hcuvcii, us be¬ 
ing in reserve for the friends of God. The 
free invitations of mercy, they will quietly 
hear; in a word, any preacher of the gospel 
iiiiiv, for aught 1 know, preach on any subject 
which has its application outside uf his lieur- 
ers. But let him present the requirements of 
God in reference to their duties to their fel¬ 
low men—let him fritlifully answer the ques¬ 
tion, “Who iH m)’neighbor?” and insist on 
the duty of treating him us they would he 
shotild treat them; and lie is soon given to 
understand distinctly, that he is trending on 
forbidden ground. A dark and threatening 
cloud is soon seen lowering in tho oounte- 
ie of one nnd another, and perhaps many, 
of his hearers. And if the preacher persists 
'lis course, so us to give, his hearer* ussur- 
>e that it is his settled purpose to rebuke 
iu uny, and in every form whether in high 
plat es or in low places; that dark cloud will 
soon begin to gioum with the fires of indigna¬ 
tion, uud the murmuring thunder uf complaint 
will show him that a storm is at hand. Mr.

G.—will re¬ 
quest him to confine himself more to “preach¬ 
ing the gospel,” or admonish him, in some 
emphatic manner, that they did not employ 
him to tell them of their sins, did if ho wishes 
to have thoir continued support, he must he 
cautious how ho carries hiuiself.

Tremendous Gale at Quebec. 

A letter to the Editor of the Montreal 
Times communicates the intelligence that 
Quebec had been visited (Oct. 3d) by a terri¬ 
ble gale, the consequences of which were se- 
rely felt for many miles along the lakes. A 
itnber of vessels, with their cargoes, were 
st away, and it is supposed more than one 
life has been sacrificed to the fury of the ele¬ 
ments.
